WHEREAS, b Village of Barrington Hills (hereipafter the "¥illage™ is a duly
cganived and exisling Tinods heme rule municipality pursuant to the Mlineis Municipal Code,
65 TLCS 5/ 1-1-1 & seq; and

WHEREAS, the Willage of Barringten Hills is authorized and emposered, under the
Aunieipal Code atl Lhe Comde ol Oodinsoces of the Village of Barrington Hills, 10 regalate
properics Ioculod within the mumicipal boundaries of the Yillage; and

WITERILAS, in [orheranee of this suthodzation, the Village of Barrington Hills has
adupled a woning eede, sul [orth in Title 5 Zoning Regulations of the village's Municipal Code ta,
amony other purposes, effectuate the Village's planntng program and to regubate individual
properly uge by establishing vse districts, bailding site requirernents, setbacl:, density, parking
and beight regulations, and by specifying external impact standards for noise, srooke, odaor,
glare and vibraton; and

WHEREAS, Secton 5-10-6(B) of the Village's Municipal Code provides that the
Yilupe's Zoning Board of Appeats may initiate an amoendment to the text of the zoning code; and

WHREREAK, the Zuning HEoard of Appeals, at the direction of the Village Board, applied
Loy wamenall Lheer text of the zoning code relative to sipnage in the viltage, as set forth in Chapter 5;
ancl

WHEREAS, Notice of Public Hearing with respoet to fhe poposed fexd amendimest was
published in the Daily Herald Newspaper in the Village of Barvioglon TTills, a5 neguired Dy the
village code and statutes of the State of Mineis; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to sald MWebee, the Zoning Board of Appeals of the Village of
Barrington Hills cenducted a Public Hearing on the proposed Teat Aroendment o March 10, 2020
and sfter hearing the munendment, the Zoming Board of Appeals woted unanimously 1o reeormmend
stloption of the text amendment relative to signage in the Village as st forth in Tehibit A steached
bereto, such regulations as intended to replace existing sign regulations; and

WHEBREAR, the Zoning Board of Appeals has forwarded iis fondings and
recommendation in regand to the amendment to the Village Board, in the Findings and
Recommendafion, attached hereto and incorporated herein by refercnee a5 Exhibit *B;" and

WHEREAS., the resident and Village Board of Trostees has consideeed the sratler aed
detenmined that the proposed text amendment to Tite 5 Zoning Regulationes, as sl forih in Bxhibit
A, relative to signs be approved. as such acton is helicved Lo e i e best inleresits of The Village
anel its residents.

6-11-1: TITLE:

This chapter is entitled the Village of Barrington Hills Sign Regulzations, and may be referred o
as the sign ragulations or the sign cods,

5-11-2: AUTHORITY, PURPOSE AND STANDARDS:

(A1 Authorty: It shall be unlawful for any perscen o erect or cause to be emected any =ign
tecated withits the Village contrary to the provisions of tns chapter as hersinafter provided.

{B) Furpose: The purposes of these sign regulations are:

1. To regulaie signs that may, by reason of their size, location, construction or manner of
digplay, endanger the puble safety of individoals.

2. Ta requiate signs that may confuse, mislead or obstruet the visian necessary for traffic
safety.

3. Ta maintain the character of each district as set forth in this ttle.

4. To encourage and promate way finding.,

5. To encourage and promotz the integration of signs inte their sumoundings.

§. Toencourage and promote the general sesthetic and public safety in the village.
(CY  General Guidelines and Standards

1. General Stamwlards:
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. Construction of This Chapter: These sign regulations shall be construed to comply with the
United States Constitution, paricularly the 1% Amendment guarantee of Free Speech, the
llineis Consttution, and other applicable State and Federal [aws.

. compliance With Code; Signs shall be classified and pamitied in accordance with the
regulations set forth in this chapter and only those signs specifically parmitted by tha text of
this chapler shall he permitted. The dassification of zigns shall be in accordance with the
various use districts designated now or hereafier established in this title and shall be
subject to further restrichons by all application provisions of this code.

. Exemplt Signz: The following sighs are exempt from the regulations of this chapter, and are
allowed in every zoning district  traffic contrgl signs, traffie signats, andfor safety warnings,
whether within a publiec Aght-of-way or on private property; municipal way finding signs,
directional signs, traffic signals andfor deviess, legal notices, railroad orossing signs,
danger signs, temporary emeargency signs, public utility signs, trail marking signa and those
required or recommended by state or federal law, and other similar signs.

. Abandoned Signs: Any sign which identifies a use, occupancy, andfor activity no longer
being condueted for {30) calendar days or longer shall be removed by the owner of the
propery of the person having occupancy of andfor control over the property upon which
such sign is located, and shall be declared abandoned and are subject to removal.

. Removal Of lllegal Nonconforming Signs: Any sign that is in viclation of thesa sign
regulations and is eracted after the effective date hereaf ia hereby classhied as "ilegal and
nonconforming”. Yhenever the Zoning and Building Enforcement Officer determines that
an illegal end nonconforming sign exists, he shall notify the person displaying such sign by
certified mail, return receipt requested. Such perzon shall, within ten (100 calendar days of
the date of the notice, either remowve the sign or initiate action necassary to bring the sign
into compliance with regulations set forth herein, including applying for any required parmit.

Maintenance, Damage To Nonconforming Signs: Mormal maintenance of signs, including
necessary non-structural and non-elecirical repairs and moidentai alterations which do not
extend or infensify the nonconforming features of the sign, i permitted during any
amertization period or the pered in which permit applicatians are pending. However, no
structural alterations, enlargement or extensionz zhall be made to 2 sign unless the
alteration will result in eliminating the nonconforming features of the sign. ¥ a sign 18
damaged or destroyad by any means to the extent of fifty percent (50%:;) of its replacemeant
value or fifty percent [50%} of its surface area, the sign may not be rebuit ar used
thereafter unless it confarms to all of the provisions of these sign reguilations.

. Unsafe Signs: If the Building and Zoning Enforcement Officer finds that any sign is unsafe
pr unsecure, of constitutes a danger to the public, he or she shatl give written notice to the
cwier of the premises. If the owner faits to make corections or faile to remove of alter the
sign within ten {10) calendar days of the date of said notice. the sign may be remaved by
the Building and Zoning Enforcement Officer at the expense of the owner of the property
upan whizh such sign is locatsd. Howaver, the Building and Zoning Enforeement Officer
may cause any sign that is an immediate and imminent perl 1o persons or property to be
rernoved summartly with o without notice. Any expense incidental thereto shall be paid by
the owner cf the property on which the =ign is located.
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h. Signs Not To Constitute Traffic Hazard Or Cause Glare! No sign of any nature or type shall
be erected pr maintained in such a manner a8 to obstruct free and clear vision, or 20 as to
distract the attention of the driver of any vehicie, bicyclist, andfor pedestrian by reason of
the position, shape or other sharacteristics thereof,

i, Signs may not be located within ten {10} feat from any side or rear ot line.
. lumination of signs shall be in accordance with the village's lighting ardinance.

k. Only gne sign shall be permitted idertifying 2 contractor, architect, engineer, and
subcontraciors engaged in the construction or improvement of 2 building upen the property
whieh the aign 1z [oeated, provided sueh sign shall net exeeed six {5) square feet in area
and no more than six feet {6") in height. Such signs shall be remeoved upon cornpletion of
the project for which the permit was issued.

| Neighborhood or other similar type residential association identification signs shall be
permittad only by special use pemmit issued subsequent to public notice and hearing and a
recontmendation the Zoning Board of Appeals and approved by the Board of Truziees.
Such signs shall contain only the name or identifying character of the subdivision, Mo
advertising, names, addresses or phane numbers of any perzon shall be permitted thereon.

m. Signs adverising moior vehicles, recreational vehicles, trailers, watercraft or any other
similar proparty "For Salke" are prohibited in all districts.

5-11-3: DEFINITIONS:

Linless otharwize axpressly stated. the following wards and terms shall, for the purpose of this
chapter, have the following meanings indicated in this section, which definitins shall prevail
over any other definhions relabive 1o signs set foith in the zoning ordinance

BANMER SIGN: Any sign printed or painted on cloth, plastic or canvas or flags or pennants
and used for attracting the attention of the public.

BUILGING AND ZONING ENFORGEMENT OFFIGER: Shall mean and include the duly
appointed Building Inspector, building Commissioner, Bulding Officer or any deputy thereof.

BUSINESS SIGM: A sigh which directs attention to a business or profession or service sold or
offered upon the prermiges, with the cormmodity or entedainment being incidental thereto.

ELECTRONIC SIGN: Any sign which uses changing lights to form a sign message or
messages or visual graphics, wherein the sequence of the message or graphics and the rate
of change is electronically, electrically, remotely or automatically programmed and may be
tried ified by electronic, elechie, remote of automatic processes.

ERECT: To build, construct, attach, hang, place, suspend or affix, and shall zlso inchyte the
initial painting of all signs.

FOR SALE: Matice or sign promoting the offering of real estate andfor personal property for
sale, e.g.. garage sales, estates sales, eto.
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PERSCN: Shall mean and inciude any indwvidual, firmn, partnership, association, comporation,
company or organization of any kind.

FREMISES: Any property, improved or unimproved.

OPEN SPALCE; Private property permanently dedicated by deed or held by & private, not-for-
profit organizatian for landscape maintenance, restoration or for habitat maintenance. which
adjeins a public road,

SIGMN: Any device or adwertising symbol including, but not limited to, exterior clogk,
tempearatura indicator, marquee, canopy, awning, placard, or cther representatian, which may
ar may nat contain words, letters, printing, picture, designs or combinations theraof used in the
nature of advertizement, annhouncement or directions caleulated to attract the attention of the
public.

TEMPORARY SIGN: Any sign with or without structural frame, intended ta be displayed for a
limited duration of ime as further defined in this Chapter.

ZONING ORDINANCE: The zoning ominance of the village of Barringtan Hills.
5-11-4: PERMITTED SIGNS - RESIDENTIAL USE DISTRICTE:

The following signs shall be pemmitted in residential districts in accordance with the regulations
sat forth in this sign code, and, as mare paricularly set forth hereinafer.

(&)  Nameplates and identificatioh signs, subject ta the following:

1. Area znd Content, A single nameplatefidentification sign, not exceeding six (8} square fest
{not including any post{s) and frame), shall be permitted. Such nameplatafidentihcation sign
shall indicate occupant andfor property name andfor address and may include an
accompanying graphic. ln the case of a corner zoning lot, one (1) such sign per frontage
shall be permitted.

(B  Signage designating muliple addresses, subject to the foflowing:

1. Signage shall be permitied to be posted at an intarsection to designate muliple addresses
laeated on a single public or private road intersecting the intersection,

2. Height: Na sign shall project higher than eight {8) feet above grade on which the sign is
leeated.

Gy  Signs Designating a Parking Area, subpect to the following:
1. Area and Numbet: Signs designating parking area entrances or exits are limited to one sign

for each such exit or entrance and to a maximum size of bwa {2) square feet each. One 5ign
per parking area, designating the conditions of use or identity of such parking area and
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limited fo 2 maximum size of six (B} square feet shall be permitted. ©On a corner zoning kot
bty (2} such signs, one facing each street, shall be permitted.

2. Projection: No sign shall project into the public way.

3. Height: Mo sign shall project higher than eight (8) feef above grade on which the sign is
located.

(D} "Moo Sclictation™; "No Trespass”, "Security”, "Warning® and sitmilar signs, subject o the
following;

1. Number: Ho mere than one of each sign shall be locatad per driveway entrance on &
zoning lot.

2. Location: The sign(s) shall be affixed to a pole, stake, mailbox or tree on the praperty and
shall be spaced a minimuem of fifty feet (50 from anather sign of same message fe. "no
trespassing” sign spacing in relation to another 'no frespassing” sign.

3. Size: The signis} shall not exceed one 1) squara foot in area,

{E]  Private Drive; signs designating private drives shall be permitied, subject to the
fol lowing

1. Number: Mo more than one of each sign shall be located per driveway entrance on @
zoning lot,

2. Size: The sign shall nat exeeed one (1) syuare foot in area.

{F1  Small Subdivizion: zigns designafing small subdivisions shall be permitted as part of
the approval of the subdivision, or pursuant to the provisions pof secton 5-10-7.

5-11-5. PERMITTED SIGNS — B AND BF DISTRICTS:

It =hall be untawful ta erect in any B or BP district any sign which does not comply with the
following regulaticns;

{A)y  Permitted Sighs: Business signs, as defined in thiz chapter,
(B}  Reguirements for construction and maintenance of any sign:

1. Sign Flacement: Signs attached to & building or buildings shall be erected parallel to the
verbdcal wall surfaces and shall not project more than eighteen inches (18" outward from
the wall on which it is attached. No sign shall extend to closer than three feat (3} of the: top
or sides of the wall upon which it is attached. No gigns shall be permitted on any wall, fence
ar standard facing a fransitional yard.
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Sign Area

Signg in the B-1 through B-4 districts shall have an area of no more than three hundred
(300} square feet or twenby percent {(20%) of the total area of the facade on which it is
placed. whichaver is [ess,

Signs in the BP district shall have an area of ne more than one hundred (100} square feet
or five percent {5%) of the total area of the facade on which it is placed. whichever 1= less.
Devalopers may use wall or freastanding signe provided the tatal area of all signs does not
exceed the above requirement and provided further that all signs shall be presented as a
zign package subject to the approvat of the plan commission as part of the site design
pursuant b section 5-6-14 of this chapter.

Marguee Or Canopy Signs: Signs attached to or hung fram a marquee ar canopy shall be
completely within the borderdine of the outer edge of the marquee or canopy and shaliin no
inztance be lower than eight feet (8 above the ground or surface over which the marquee
or canopy is constructad.

Freestanding Signs: Signs, clocks or other advertising devicas erected upon standards or
separate supports shall be placed so as to be entirely within the property lines of the
premiges upan which it iz located. and na part of the sign or standard shall have a total
height greater than twenty five feet (25} above the road grade of the atreet or highway
upan which the =ign faces or above the adjoining ground level if such ground level is above
the road grade. The surface area of any such sign shall not exceed an area of one hundred
{100} soyuane feet.

Traffic Or Directional Signs: Traffic or directional signs designafing entrances, exits and
conditiong or uze of parking facilities acesssory to the material use of the premises may be
erected and maintained, provided they are lcated within the property lines of the subject
propery, and provided that any such sign shall not exceed an area of twelve {12) sguare
feet.

Right Of Way: No aign or other advertising device shall be erected or logated within three
hundred feet {300") of the right of way of any limited access highway,

Fesidential Districts: No sign or other advertising deviee shall be permitted within seventy-
five feet (75°) of any residence district boundary.

wvili.lllumination: Signs or other advertising devices permitted hereunder may be illuminatad,

pravided that no such illumination shall be of the flashing or intermittent type. LUpward
lighting is prohikited in all instances.

. Conflicting Sign=: Signz or other advertizsing devices which may be in conflict with public

traffic signals shall not be permitiad,

In the BF district, no freestanding sign of any type shall be erected unless it is a monument
sign replacing the building skgn whoge area is calcuetated as in subsection (B) of this
zaction, and having a maximum height of seven feet (7') above the grade on which the =sign
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is located. All portions of freestanding signs shall be at least five faet (&) back from the ot
lihe.

5-11-6: PERMITTED SIGNS — LIGHT INDUSTRIAL DISTRICT:

It shall be unlawful 1o erect or maintain in the Light industrial District any sigh other than the
following: signs identifying the occupant of a building or buildings subject to the regulations
gowerning the erection and maintenance of signs in a B-1 through B-4 district.

5-11-7: PERMITTED SIGNS - CPEN SPACE PROPERTY:

Significant property in the village has been dedicated by deed or permanent easement far
landscaps maintenance, restoration, s habitat mairtenance or open space preservation,
Such property should be permitted to ke duly identifiad to the public as apen space preserved
for the benefit of the public. When such property adjoing a public right of way, signage is
permitited on such property to designate itz status as open space, subject fo the following
regllations:

{&y  Cnly one (1) sign iz permitted par frontage.

(BY  The sign may kentify the owner or conservator of the open space whish entification
may allow the uze of a loga, the name of the property, and address of the property and.for
use of the propery..

(Y For parcels ten {10) acres or lezs, the sign may be a maximum of six {6) square feat,
Praperties fen {10) acres or greater are permitted a sign to a maximum of twenty {20} aquare
feet.

(DY No sign may project higher than eight feet (B above grade en which the sign is located
angd rust be get back no less than ten (10} feet from the adjacent road pavement.

(E}  All other sign regulations apply unless specifically contradicted in this section.
5-11-B: PERMITTED SIGNS - NONRESIDENTIAL USE IN A RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT:

Signs on non-residential properties located in residential districts shall be subject to the same
pravisions of residential praperties unless otherwise allowed as part of a special use permit.

5-11-9: TEMPORARY SIGNS:
Temporary signs shall be permitted in all districts, pursuant to the regulations set forth herein.
(A)  For sabe or for rent signs, subject to the following:

i. Mumber. Mo more than one for sale or for rent sign shall be located oh a zoning lot. On a
gorner zoning ot ane (1) such aign per frontage shall be penmitted,
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2. Location: Al for sale and for rent signs shall be located on the bot or tract to which the sign
parains, provided, however, if a lot does not front or abui on a public or private right of
way, & for sale ar for rent sign penmitted in this subsection may be located on the lot
adiacent to the lot to which it pertaina with the permiszion of the owner.

3. Bize: No for sale or o rent =ign shall exceed zin (B) sqoare fest i area.

4. Heght: Mo for gale or for rent sign shall praject higher than eighl feet (B as measured from
the ground 1o the top of the sign.

5. Subdivision For Sale Sign A subdivision with multiple Iots may have one for sake sign, not
exceeding twelve (12} square feet In area or projecting higher than eight (3} feet above
graund level, said zign shall be located on the premises of the subdvisioh at a focation to
be determined by the Zoning and Building Enforcement Officer,

5. PDuration; Any for sale or for rent sign may be displayed on private property duting the fime
suich property is an the market for sale or lgase; however, any such sign shall be removed
within seven (7) calendar days of the property’s sale, [ease or rempval from the market.

(B}  Open House, Extate Sale, Garage Sale, and Other Similar Temporary Events
1. One {1} sign iz permitted per frontage,
2. Mo event aign shall exceed six (B) square feet In area.

3. Signs shall be permitled for a peried not to exceed three (3) days in advance of the avent,
and such signs shall be removed no more than twenty-four (24 hours after the day of the
event.

4. As an exception to the provisions of paragraph {B)1 -3, signage, such as banner signs, for
large scate, neighborhood or communiby-wide events or announcaments, shall be permitted
as follows:

k. Mo event or announcement sign shall exceed twenty (20} square feet in area, nor excead
eiqht (8} feet in height, as measured from grade on which the sign is located.

i, Signs shall be permitted for a period of fourteen {14) days prior to the event, 5o long as tha
date of the event |s clearly stated or understord on the sign. Signs shall be removed within
saven [7) calendar days following the last day of the event,

{C)  Palitical Signs: All political signs shall be restricied to private property sxcept that the
placement of temporary pelitical signs on public property Is authorized if the propery is used
as polling place for eatly o ekection day vobng and anly during the time periad authorized for
early or election day voting subject to the “campaign free zone" restrictions pravided i the
inois Election Code.

(L) Public Statement Signs:. Signs expressing a public statement shall be restricted to
private property. Mo such sign shali exoeed s {6) square feet in area.

Wariations: Requests for variations from this chapler may be sought pursuant to section 5-10-4.
Requests for aignage may also be sought pursuant to special use sought pursuant to saction
5-10-7.

5-11-11: APPEALS:

Appeals relative to the interpretation of the language of this chapter shall be heard as set forth
in section 5-10-5.

5-11-127 AMDRTLZATION OF HNONCONFORMING SIGNS:

All signs that become nonconforming by the application of the provigions of this chapter, shall
be removed, altered or repaited 80 as o confonm to the provisions of this chapter within sixty
(&0) monthe (the "amorizationt period™) of e adoption of this chapter with the following
exceptions.:

(A}  Temporary signs: Tha provisions of this chapter shall be applicable immediately to all
such temporaty Sighns.

{B} Subdivision and neighborhood signs:  All subdivision and neighborhood signs in
existence at the time of passage of this chapter and in conformance with this chapter shall be
deemed parmitted and legat conforming and shall not require any addiional zoning approval,
5-11-13: PENALTY:

Any person or agents, employees or contractors of such person, who shall violate, disohey,
omit, neglect or refuse to comply with, or who shall resist enforcement of any provisions of the

sign regulations of ihe village shall be subject to the penalty provisions under section 1-4-1 of
this code. Each day a viclation continues shall constiute a separate offense.

ADDITIONAL AMENDMENTS TO OTHER SECTIONS
5-10-4: VARIATIONS:

(D) Authorized Variations: Vanations from tha regulations of this title shall be granted by the
zoning board of appeals only in accordance with the standards established in subsection
()} of thie section, and may be granted only in the following instances and in no othears:

5-10-7: SPECIAL USES:

(&) Special Uses, R1 District; The following special uses may be allowed in the R1 district;

Signs, which shall be deemed accessory to the principal use of the zoning lot or lots
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
